THROUGH STATE, 


WHILE EVERYTHING IS LATE 


The Outlook Is Good/for a Banner 


Crop in'Wisconsin This 


Year. 


General Remarks: Tlio weather for 


the past week has been very unfavor- 
able for farm work. owing to tho 
heavy and continued ruins nn«l low 
temperature the fore part of the week. 
The ground was rendered too wet for 
the completion of. corn 
and 
potato 


planting. In some sections rain fell 
Jive days out of seven. In.the latter 
part of the period, however, tho tem- 
perature Increased and materially am- 
eliorated the -backward condition of 
growing crops, .and 
was 
especially 


beneficial 'to vegetation, 
causing 
a 


rapid advance to growth of pastures 
ami the budding of fnilt trees. In a 
few localities light frosts were report, 
ed but no damage resulted. The high- 
er ground In most sections during the 
past few days Is In condition to lie 
tilled, but the. lowlands, ospoelally' 
in tho northern section, are too wet. 
some localities being under water and 
damage Is reported to grains. A week 
of dry and warm weather Is needed 
and would mar):, a rapid advance In 
growing crops.. 


In the' t'xlereme southeast portion

Winter Wheat* and Rye: The con

NEW REQUIREMENT 


Entrance Examinations Will Be Much 


Stricter This Coming Uni- 


versity Year. ' 


JanesvlIIo young mc'n who liave 


their eye upon tlie I^-iw department of 
tho university should carefully look 
over tlie Increased requirements which 
nro to go Into effect. The college of 
law of the university has Issued Its 
annual bulletin, containing a state- 
ment of the work of tho school for 
the next year and showing the changes 
to be made In the coarsen 'of Instruc- 
tion. The principal change Is In tin, 
requirements for admission. 
Hither- 


to 'the main requirement for admission 
lias been a previous education equiva- 
lent to a course In an accredited high 
school of this state, with the option 
to the faculty of requiring the canill 
date to take up additional work In 
English If they deem It necessary U 
the suitable preparation of the Istu 
dent. 
' 


Tho rule has now been changed so 


that beginning with the unlv,erstt> 
year lOOS-fi all candidates for admls 
slon who expect to receive the degree 
of bachelor of laws must present ad 
dltloiial credits equivalent to tho work 
of the freshman year In the colleg< 
of lettqrn and science, and beginning 
with the year 1907-8 all such candl 
dates must present credits equivalent 
to the work of tho freshman and so- 
phomore years. 


Raises School Standard. 


This change places the entrance re 


qiilrenicnts of this law school above 
those of any other In the 
Unltei 


States, with tho exception/of those a 
Harvard, Columbia nnd (.eland Stan 
ford, where a full college degree Is 
required of all candldlates for a law 
degree. 


An Important change has been madt 


In' the course to be taken- In prepnra 
tlon for the degree. In that an oxten 
slve course of electlves will hereafter 
bo offered to the students in this de 
partment. Tlie first year work will re 
main a prescribed course, the only 
elective study open to the Junior law 
students being a course in courts am

This will take tho place 
of the former work In elementary law 
The degree to bo' given will depeiu 
upon the number of hours' of worl 
accomplished.

with the college of letters and science

THOUGHT IS CONVINCING. 


The men who watched the proceed- 


ings of the gymnasium convention at 
Madison, not as delegates, but as spec-

credentials were entitled to seats it 
t;ie temporary organization was right 
and just.

THIRTY 
YEARS A 
BURGLAR 


Sent.From Janesvillc to a Reforma- 


tory at an Early Ago, He 
Fol- 


lowed a Career of Crime. 


Jack Hess the Jail-breaker, as light 


ncarteil and daring a criminal as uver 
fared forth upon the highway fioni 
Janesvllle. closed his checkered ca- 
reer in tho Fond «lu Lac lock-up last 
evening. Tho "call of t:ie road" had 
told heavily on him of late years, He 
•lias grown tall and gaunt and ills hair 
was. white. A general breaking down 
of his system and consumption are 
filven ns the causes of his death. 


Life flickered out Just a lew bourn 


before his twenty day sentence for 
vagrancy had expired. 


Brothers Tom and John. 


The H'ess family lived in the second 


•ward in Jancsrllle many years ago. 
The father was killed during the Civil 
,AVnr and the mother Is long since 
dead. Only a daughter, Margaret, who 
is married and living in Montana, and 
n son, Tom; who Is now serving a sen- 
tence at Stlllwnter for robbing the 
Kootville postofuce, three years ago, 
survive. Jack was a Jovial, good na- 
tured offender and though a daring 
burglar, was never known to havo 
done anyone physical harm. Ills broth- 
or Tom, "Wisconsin Tommy," as lie 
lias came to bo known throughout the 
Btatc, belongs 10 a higher class of 
criminals—the postofllce croox HO is 
<]ulct and reserved and Is a man of 
much ability. The two commenced 
their carreers simultaneously, nt 'a 
tender age. being sent to a. reforma- 
tory when very young. Jails and pris- 
on walls nave known them both for a 
period of nearly thirty years. 


Two Escapes From Jail. 


Jack found a keen delight In outwit- 


ting the ofllcern and ^.tept them uneasy 
In this locality for many years.. Dur- 
ing Sheriff Ward's regime lie escaped 
from Jail through the chimney and 
on another occasion ho slipped his 
handcuffs while on the way to Fond du 
l>ac with a deputy. One of his notori- 
ous escapes was effected during the 
late eighties when he was tried for 
burglarizing A. D. Sanborn's seconds 
hand store on North Main street, con- 
victed, and sentenced to a term In 
state's prison. T. S. Nolan defended 
him and on the way back to Jail 
•with the turn-key Hens remarked that 
Tommy, Nolan had tol:l him that lie 
would never goto prison, and that «cU 
tied It—ho wasn't. That was on a 
Saturday. 
Sometime before Sunday 


night he secured an Iron-pump-handle, 
loosened one of tho large pieces of 
Htono In the .wall, pullet! It out. and 
made his escape. Nor did Sheriff Ad- 
.dlmrn ever lay hands upon the man 
• again. 


Gave City Wide Berth. 


After that Jack's visits were Infrc- 


. fluent nnd he roamed over the north- 
ern and western part of the state, 
frequently railing Into the clutches of 
th'o law and almost ns often Kllpplng 
out of its grasp. He was sent to pris- 
on n few times for slum terms, but al- 
ways resumed his old habits as soon 
as released. Charles Murphy, a rail- 
road man. saw him.at Jefferson Junc- 
tion a few weeks ago but aside from 
this Instance he seems to have been 
lost sight of during the past few years; 
He won!:! pay JaneRvllle an occasion- 
al visit but never remained long. He 
told an acquaintance- once that lie 
thought he owed It to this community, 
his birthplace, to give It a rest d-.trhig 
the balance of his life. He Is believed 
to have been about forty-six years old.
